We urge/ 
the use of all available forces at once. We realize the embarrass- 
ments of the Allied governments by reason of heavy financial 
engagements, but we doubt not that an appeal to the United 
States Congress would have a favorable result.'' 


President WHson's proposal for an Armenian mandate over 


Armenia was flatly rejected by the Senate a few months ago. 
Since that time the Aflies have carved Turkey into three chunks, 
and they appear to think American soldiers can he had to,en- 
force the partition.

The biggest commercrar prtee won from the world war are 


the oil fleMa of Turkey and Persia, which have been taken over 
by the British. For a time the British also had their hands on 
: the Russian oil fields at Baku, but the Soviet armies drove them 
out of there. Loss to Britain of all the other Near East oil 
fields is threatened now by the union of Turkish and Russian 
armies in Armenia. 


The latest appeal for an American army to make war opon 


Russia and Turkey, although highly camouflaged a* a move to 
save the Armenian race, has very little Chance tojsncceed at 
Washington., The Wilson administration does notj dare enter 
upon such a war, and the financial interests behind President- 
fleet Harding are not inclined to assist their British rivals to- 
ward a monopoly of the world's oil supply. 


Within the past week the British and French sent the Turk- 


ish Nationalists an ultimatum, saying the latter must either 
iiubmit to the Entente-controlled sultan at Constantinople or 
else Itave Constantinople forever severed from the rest of Tur- 
key. 
The Nationalists sent the discomfiting reply that so long 


us the Allies controlled the city Constantinople was of no value 
to Turkey. 


The British were further informed that the Turks intend 


to elect a sultan with authority limited to political matters, and 
then have the Mohammedan world select a hew caliph, or spirit- 
ual chieftian. 
'" 


Such a division of church from state might be expected to 


appeal to the western "democracies," especially America, as a 
progressive step. An American army sent to "rescue" Armenia, 
however, would be an army to thwart the program of the Na- 
tionalists in behalf of Allied -commercial imperialists.
